Taft Kept Cool During the Out- 
break of Female Wrath and 
Spoke in a Way That Re- 
stored Order-—The President 
Very Frankly Stated His 
‘Views as to, Suffrage for 
Women. 


Washington, April 14.—The president 
of the United States, the first chief 
executive of the nation ever to greet 
a convention of women suffragists, 
braved the danger tonight of facing 
an army of women who: want the bal- 
lot; had the courage to express his 
opinion, amd was hissed. 

So great was the throng that sought 
admission to the hall that hundreds 
were turned away. 

“Less Desirable Women.” 

President Taft was welcoming 
Washington the delegates to the con- 
vention of the National Woman Suf- 
frage Convention. He frankly told 
them that he was not altogether in 
sympathy with the suffrage movement, 
and was explaining why he could not 
subscribe to its principles. 

He said he thought one of the dan- 
ger; in granting suffrage to women 
was that the women as a whole were 
not.interested in and that the power 
of the ballot as far as woman is con- 
cerned would be controlled by the “less 
desirable class.” 

Chorus of Female Hisses. 

When these words fell from the 
president’s lips the walls of the gon- 
vention hall echoed a chorus of fem- 
inine hisses. It was no feeble demon- 
)stention apf protest. The combined 
hisses sounded as if a valve on a 
steatn engine had broken. 

President Taft stood unmoved on 
the platform during the demonstration 
of hostility—for the higsing continued 
but a moment, and then, smiling as he 
spoke, he answered the unfavorable 
greeting with this retort: 

“Now, my dear ladies, you must show 
yourselves capable of suffrage by ex-

declares, “is utterly unexplained and 
absolutely incredible.” 

Bilbo’s Character Attacked. 

The resolution then attacks the cred- 
ibility and character of Senator Bil- 
bo; condemns his charge and statement 
that he acted in the role of detec- 
tive as untrue. Concluding, it de- 
clares Bilbo unfit to retain his mem- 
bership in the Mississippi legislature.

Carn, the Case will be placed on the 
docket of the Davidson county court, 
and will come up at the next term in 
May.

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Georgian Presents Views 
of House Democrats. 


Commerce Court Feature Is 
Especially Obnoxious to Mr.

Washington, April 14——Representa- 
tive Adamson, of Georgia, ranking mi- 
nority member of the house commit- 
tee on interstate commerce, speaking 
in the house today on the substitute 
railroad bill presented Tuesday by 
Mr. Mann, of Illinois, chairman of the 
committee, declared that.the purpose 
of the majority of the committee in 
introducing the report with quotations 
from the president’s messages advocat- 
ing the commerce court was in order to 
command the solid cooperation of all 
the “regulars, insurgents and near- 
insurgents” of the republican party. 

Taft Trying to Dictate. 

He charged the president with at- 
tempting to dictate to congress an 
act which he regarded as a serious 
assault “upon the dignity, freedom and 
independence of congress” and “the 
most violent and most insulting act of 
usurpation ever indulged in by an ex- 
ecutive.” 

The argument for the commerce 
court, the speaker said, had no foun- 
dation in any party authority and was 
not touched upon in the republican 
platform. Mr. Townsend, of Michigan, 
he declared, was the author of that 
“and entitled to whatever credit or 
discredit attaches to it.” 

“The republican platform makes no 
mention of it,” said Mr. Adamson, “so 
no republican nor near-republican, of 
whatever degree or quality, need halt 
and* fear and tremble about that as 
the deliverance of cardinal republican 
doctrine. If you insurge against any- 
body on that it will be against the 
Ipse Dixit of the president alone on a 
bill appointing Mr. Townsend’s court, 
prepared by the attorney general at 
the request of the president and sent 
simultaneously to both houses of con- 
gress with orders to enact it into law. 
Congress considered that court six 
years ago and refused to adopt it. 
As now' presented the proposition is 
much worse.” 

Argument Not Enthusiastic. 

The speaker called attention to the 
fact that the argument favoring the 
sub-bill was “not enthusiastic and con- 
vincing’”’ as the usual arguments made 


by Chairman Mann.

son, “that he was not originally in 
favor of the court, and believe that if 
he finally votes for that court it will 
be out of official deference to the 
president, substituting for his own 
conscience .and judgment the imputed 
conscience and judgment of the presi- 
dent.

ROME POSTOFFICE 
SHOWS BIG GAINS 


Will Soon Be in the Ranks of 
First-Class Offices---The 
Report. 


Rome, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—Un- 
less unforeseen panic sweeps the coun- 
try the Rome postoffice will be in the 
ranks of the first-class offices: after 
the first of April, 1911. ‘This is fore- 
told in the figures for the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1910, which shows 
almost $40,000 receipts for the past 
year. - 

Postmaster Barclay has completed 
his report and it shows an increase of 
$2,001.45 im receipts for the year end- 
ing the same date in 1909. The exact 
figures this year are $39,604.58, while 
the receipts for the previous year 
amounted to $37,603.13. Ever since 
1896 Rome’s postal receipts have 
steadily climbed and since the year 
1900 have almost tripled, which shows 
that Rome’s population this year 
should be at least 14,000.

FOR FIST FIGHT 


Broyles and Jentzen Are 
Friends Again. 


Mayor Maddox, Acting as the 
Judge, Fines Recorder . and 
Chief of Sanitary Depart- 
ment $10.75 Each -- Court 
Room Is Jammed. 


For the fist fight in which the two. 
engaged in the recorder’s court room 
Wednesday morning, Recorder Nash 
R. Broyles and John Jentzen, chief of 
the sanitary department, were fined 
$10.75 in police court yesterday morn- 
ing, Mayor Robert Maddox acting in 
the capacity of judge, during the tem- 
porary disqualification of Judge 
Broyles. : 

The fines were immediately, ngaid, 
after which the two principals shook 
hands with each other, then shook 
hands all round, everybody smiled and 
looked happy, and peace once more 
reigned. 

Mayor Imposes Sentence. 

In imposing the fines Mayor Maddox 
said: : 

“It appears from the evidence that 


| the chief of the sanitary department, 


although always ardent and conscien- 


‘tious in the discharge of his duties, 


approached the recorder in a manner 
calculated to arouse resentment, and 
It also appears that the recorder, al- 
though equally as ardent and con- 
scientious, was hasty in allowing his 
resentment to get the upper hand.” 

Both principals to the disturbance 
between the recorder and the sanitary 
chief were represented in court by at- 
torneys, Burton Smith appearing for 
the former, and Hamilton Douglas for 
the latter, and the case was tried in 
the presence of a curious throng of 
spectators that crowded the court to 
the witness stand. 

Chief Jentzen made his statement 
first. He declared that his two in- 
epectors, Joe Abernathy and W. T. 
Harwell, had made cases against sev- 
eral persons hauling dirt through the 
streets of the city and who had al- 
lowed the dirt to sift through the 
wagon bed and into the street in vio- 
lation of the city ordinance. When 
he was informed by the inspectors that 
Judge Broyles had dismissed the cases 
the three of them went down to talk 
it over with the judge. 

Resented Word “Hirelings.” 

“I told the judge there was no ne- 
cessity for me making cases if he 
intended dismissing them,” said the 
Chief, ‘and he said that if I had been 
at the trial myself instead of sending 
my hirelings I would have known why 
they were dismissed.” 

The chief said he resented the use 
of the word “hirelings,” as applied to 
his men, and he told the recorder they 
were no more hirelings than the re- 
corder, or any other city employee. 

“The judge became angry,” said he, 
“when I told him thé inspectors were 
just as much gentlemen as he is. ana 
he declared that I was a lar and a 
fool. When I told him he was an- 
Other liar he jerked off his coat, 
Sprang over the desk and scratched 
me on the face. He aiso kicked me 
on the knee, and I caught him and 
pushed him, and he fell over the desk. 
Then persons in the courtroom inter- 
fered.” 

Judge Broyles, in his statement, de- 
clared that Chief -Jentzen’s manner 
was very aggravating, and. that he con- 
sidered it an insult in the way the 
chief approached himand proceeded to 
censure him. about the disposition he 
made of cases in the court. 

“I apologized for the use of the 
word ‘hirelings,’” said the recorder, 
“but he kept repeating it, and rolled 
it under his tongue as a sweet morsel. 
He said that his men were more of 
gcntlemen than myself, and I told him 
he was a liar. When he called me an- 
other liar I attacked him.” 

Why He Dismissed Cases. 

The recorder said he dismissed the 
cases against the drivers because one 
of the inspectors stated in court that 
the wagons had been fixed so they would 
spill no dirt. He said he kept his temper 
as long as he could, and that he felt 
he had been outraged and insulted by 
the manner of the chief. Judge 
Broyles denied that he scratched Jent- 
zen or that he kicked him. He said he 
struck the chief two or. three blows 
with his fist. 

Testimony regarding details of the 
affair was adduced from the two ‘in- 
spectors, Recorder Pro Tem Preston, 
Tom Terry, Dr. Durrett, Officer George 
Cornett and Claude B. Nealy and 
Charley Phillips, newspaper reporters.

He has been examining, on be- 
half of the Crown Committee of Im- 
perial Defense, in London, the de- 
fenses of Australia against invasion, 
and has found that they are virtually 
non-existent, although there is mag- 
nificent raw material for an army, and 
since last year, compulsory military 
service has become the law of the com- 
monwealth; the first portion, indeed, 
of the British empire to succumb to the 
inevitable in this matter, the mother 
country herself being bound ere long 
to follow suit. 
Open to Invasion. 

Lord Kitchener finds that the north- 
ern territory is wholly open to any in- 
vader, who, once in possession of the 
coast, could not be attacked from the 
rear. In fact, Australia is at present 
wholly at the mercy of a Japanege 
invasion, or of a German coup, if the 
latter were to be made in the north, 
from that Teuton owned archipelago of 


islands which lies within easy striking 


reach of Australia, and is now being 
converted by the kaiser into an ex- 
tremely important naval base. An- 
other source of weakness in the means 
of the defense of Australia is that the 
railroads have not been constructed 
with regard to strategical use; that 
they are wholly inadequate in extent, 
and that they differ in gauges. The 
weakest point of all in Australia, from 
a military point of view, is the ab- 
sence of any properly constituted staff, 


and to supply this Lord Kitchener 
urges the organization of a military 
college, on the lines of West Point, for 
the formation and Qstruction of of- 
ficers, and from whichthe staff of the 
Australian army would be mainly re- 
cruited. According to Lord Kitchener, 
West Point is a pattern to the entire 
world for such institutions. 


Suit Against Anna Gould. 

Some misapprehension exists here 
with regard to the suit recently 
brought by the Marquis de Castellane 
against his former daughter-in-law, 
the Duchess de Talleyrand et de Sa- 
gan. From the cable dispatches it 
appeared that at the time of her mar- 
riage to Boni de Castellane, the for- 
mer Miss Anna Gould had placed her- 
self under an obligation to pay an 
annuity to his father, the marquis, 
and to the marquise for the remainder 
of their respective lives, and that the 
courts had held her to this contract. 
This is not the case. 

At the time of Boni’s marriage, his 
father surrendered to him and to his 
other two sons, Jean and Stainislas, all 
his own rights to the family property, 
in return for an annuity, to which his 
various children pledged. themselves 
to contribute an equal share. Boni's 
wife guaranteed her husband's pledge; 
and it is not as principal in the af- 
fair, but merely as Boni’s guarantor, 
that the marquis sued his ex-daugh- 
ter-in-law. 

While this does not relieve the Mar- 
quis de Castellane of the imputations 
of gross indelicacy, to call it by no 
worse name, in making monetary de- 
mands upon the woman who was s0 
abcminably used by his son, and whose 
muzrriage with the latter has been dis- 
solved by a divorce’ granted in her fa- 
in @ measure, clear 
the French tribunals of the accusation 
freely made hefe, of having rendered 
a judgment contrary to all justice, 
equity, and common sense. For the 
decree expressly states that it is 


for judgment against her husband in 
the amount, 
grant it. 


The Kaiser’s Diplomats. 

Althought the Kaiser has, more 
than any other German ruler, 
past or present, accorded not only 
marked favor, but also warm per- 
sonal friendship to captains of 
commerce and of industry, a num- 
ber of whom have figured 
cabinets, 
accompany him each year on his holi- 
day cruises on board his steam yacht 
Hohenzollern, yet he manifestly con- 
siders that the Teuton aristocracy 18 
better fitted than any other class of 
his subjects for diplomatic work 
abroad. 

According to the official annual of 
1910, all the posts of ambassadors are 
filled by noblemen, and, what is more, 
the councilors of all the ambassadors, 
that is to say, the men who are c¢ -lled 
upon to undertake the duties of 
charge d’affaires in the absence of the 
ambassador, belong to the same caste. 
Of the twenty-nine envoys of the rank 
lof. minister plenipotentiary and minis- 
ter resident, only five belong to the 
bourgeoisie, namely, the emperor's 
representatives in Abyssinia, Morocco, 
Peru, Uruguay and Mexico, where the 
German envoy is Dr. Buenz, for so 
many years consul general in New 
York. All the secretaries of embassy 
belong to the aristocracy, and all sec- 
taries of legation, with the exception 
of two, namely, Dr. Kieulieu, of the 
German missions at Cairo, and at Cara- 
cas. Moreover, there are at the pres- 
ent moment but half a dozen attaches 
of embassy and legation belonging to 
the bourgeoisie. 

In Chicago, San Francisco, St. Pe- 
tersburg, New York, Rome and Bucha- 
rest, the German consuls general are 
all of bourgeois birth. But in all the 
other important consulates general, 
such as at Pesth, Naples, Warsaw, 
Shanghai, Tunis, Zurich, Turin, Genoa, 
Prague, etc., the German consuls gen- 
eral certain to the titled classes. 

This marked predelection for the aris- 
tocracy on the distribution of diplo- 
matic and consular appoinments 
abroad, had naturally excited a con- 
siderable amount of grumbling in the 
Reichstag, and in the German press. 


No Speeches at Banquet. 
Whenever rulers pay state visits to 
one another, the speeches of the host 
and of the hostess at the first banquet 
given in honor of the latter, form an 
important feature; so important in- 
deed, that not only the speakers, but 
also their respective ministers, have 
communicated to them in advance what 
the other is going to say. In fact, 
those speeches are looked upon as 
important political pronouncements, 
and are the object of no end of dis- 
cussion and comment in the domestic 

and foreign press. | 
- But there were no speeches of any 
kind at the state banquet given by the 
Sultan of Turkey on the occasion of 
the recent visit of the King and Queen 


| of Bulgaria to Constantinople. It was 


decided to abandon them when it was 
found that the Sultan would be pro- 
hibited by Koranic law from drinking

And one 
of the best things about it all is that 
the interest is almost invariably of 
the humorous kind—no pathos, but 
good, wholesome humor which per- 
mits a smile untouched of bitterness. 

The Funny Side of Things. 

One of the assistants in the library 

who has chage of the reference room, 
where one would least expect to find 
laughter and humor, says: “Indeed, 
it is only by seeing the funny side of 
things that I keep from drying up,” 
and the nice smile in her eyes proved 
the possession of a humorous view- 
point. 
’ “For instance,” she said, “one man 
came to the library to find out how old 
he was. He didn't know. The only 
thing that he did know was that he 
was born after a certain eclipse, and 
he said that if he could find out when 
that happened he would be able to 
tell how old he was.

Technical Books Popular. 

Technical books are also much more 
popular than the average person 
would imagine. A carpenter, dressed ~ 
in his working garb, will walk into 
the library with a request for some- 
thing on the “slide rule;” following, 
him. will come a professor with. his 
roll of papers, and methodic books; 
then a girl, then a small boy; and. 
one after another a stream of people 
saunters in. 

In the library there is a file of all. 
the patents that have been granted 
since 1872, and these books are in con-. 
stant use, never a day passing without 
several applicants for books of that. 
kind. 

At present books dealing with the 
development of the mineral resources 
of Georgia are in great demand, and 
the requests for them come from busi- 
ness and professional people, who wish 
practical information. * 

The near approach of Halley’s Comet 
has also created a great wave of in- 
.terest in comets, and’ hundreds are 
visiting the library to read up on com- 
ets, Halley’s in particular. The de- 
mand and interest has been 80 great 
that the librarian is preparing a list of 
books of that order for ready reference.

So Says Lord Kitchener 
Talking of World Peace.| 


Hero of Khartoum Sees No Rea- 
son for War, but Says You 
Can Never Tell -- He Thinks 
the Panama Canal Makes for 
Peace of World. 


Chicago, April 14.—Lord Kitchener, 
“of Khartoum,” became “Kitchener of 
Chicago” for exactly 1 hour and 30 
minutes today. The taciturnity usu- 
ally ascribed to him was not in evi- 
dence, for surrendeiing gracefully to a 
Surprise attack by a reporter who 
boarded the train on the outskirts of 
the city Lord Kitchener asked and an- 
Swered questions with good humor. 

Kitchener on Militarism. 

On militarism the general 
guardedly, saying: 

“One must be careful when a 
thoughtless word might be wrongfully 
taken to mean something one did not 
intend it to. 

“I see no reason why international 
peace should not continue from this 
very moment. One never knows, how- 
ever, when something will stir up 
trouble and war does not often an- 
nounce itself far in advance. It al- 
ways pays to keep one’s powder dry.” 

“Is that an expression of England's 
military policy?” Lord Kitchener was 
asked. 

“Well, I shouldn't put it that broad- 
ly. England is at peace with all the 
world, but our surest safeguard is al- 
ways to be ready. Until such time 
as SOMe international agreement shall 
be reached, if such there be, England 
will, by being ready at all times, lend 
that influence towards peace. I think 
that I may say that in a general way, 
without respect to my military posi- 
tion there.” 

Panama Canal Makes for Peace. 

Asked what he considered the chief 
factor tending to international peace, 
the general replied: 

“Food. [I think food is one of the 
first. The Panama Canal has come 
into the list now as a new factor also. 
The nation whose food supply is 
cramped is restless and irritable. It 
wants to expand. It wants what the 
other fellow has. It was a comfort 
to my heart as a peace-loving man to 
see broad acres of food-producing land 
in this country and to hear that Can- 
ada could duplicate it. The Panama 
canal was the best move America ever 
made. It will bring the east and the 
west closer together and be a big 
factor, not only in commerce, but in 
the country’s military future.” 

Political Aspect of Pacific. 

He characterized the political aspect 
of the Pacific ocean as a hard ques- 
tion to answer. 

“I wish I knew what the future 
would bring forth for the Pacific,” he 
said. “It is gratifying to us that the 
canal is being built at Panama, for 
that helps to simplify matters. But 
only by the movement of nations in 
the future can we tell what part the 
Pacific will take in history. 

“My idea of the army and navy of 
the future is that the navy must be 
of the first consideration. Either in 
defense or offense the,navy must take 
the initiative, but a nation will have 
to depend on the army before it can 
whip another. 

Peace by Force of Arms. 

“My whole view of the future is one 
made peaceable by force of arms. Even 
with an international agreement for 
réeace, some force must exist to punish 
offenders.” 

After a brief ride about the city as 
the guest of General Frederick Grant, 
Lord Kitchener left for New York, 
where he expects to meet his brother, 
General Frederick Walter Kitchener, 
governor of Bermuda.

Mystery SurroundsGrue- 


some Discovery. 


Remains of Infant Found in 
Sweetwater Creek by Mari- 
etta Marshal---Coroner’s Jury 
Says Murder. Was Done. ! 


Austell, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)— 
Mystery deepens in connection a 
the discovery of the decapitated re- 
mains of an infant which were dis- 
covered on the banks of Sweetwater 
creek, about a quarter of a mile from 
this place, early today. While the 
officers have a clew upon which they 
are working, there seems little likeli- 
hood that this will result in bring- 
ing to justice those who are respon- 
sible for the death of the infant, if 
murder has been done. 

A coroner’s jury this afternoon re- 
turned a verdict to the effect that the 
infant came to its death at the hands 
of party or parties unknown. As 
soon as the verdict was announced, 
Chief of Police Glover, acting upon 
evidence in hand, began active work 
On the case. 

Marietta Marshal Finds Body. 

The body was discovered by the 
marshal of Marietta, who, with a par- 
ty of men, was fishing in the creek. 
The head and one hand had been eaten 
off, probably by some animal. Rem- 
nants of clothing upon the infant's 
remains indicated unmistakably that 
its dress was made of costly materi- 
al. The coroner’s physician testified 
that the body was well developed, and 
that death had likely been due to vi- 
olence. 

Wearing a stylish black hat and a 
dress of modish design, a young wom- 
an, probably 16 years of age, alighted 
from a train here three weeks ago. 
This young person carried an infant, 
also well-dressed. Police officers not- 
ed her actions at the depot. She left 
town shortly after her arrival, going 
in the direction of Sweetwater creek. 
Nothing has been seen of the wom- 
an and child since that date, unless 
the remains of the infant are those 
of the baby carried in that direction 
by the woman. 

Woman Seen in Atlanta. 

About the same date this young 
person was seen to leave Austell with 
an infant, it is stated, a person of 
similar appearance carrying an in- 
fant, attempted unsuccessfully to give 
away the baby in the Terminal sta- 
tion in Atlanta. Whether this per- 
son is the same young woman who 
passed through Austell, is a question 
which the police are now working on.

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1910 PENNANT IS RAISED 
AMID THUNDEROUS CHEERS 


The ceremony of flinging to the 
breeze the strip of bunting, better 
known as the pennant, for which they 
fought so strenuously last season, 
marked the epening day of the 1916 
season for the Atlanta Champions yes- 
terday. 

As the pennant was unfurled to the 
breeze the Champions let out a cheer 
which echoed to the stands, but the 
volume that poured from the stands 
was more thrilling. The big stands, 
which were well filled, let out a yell 
that sounded like one monster man 
letting forth a cheer. 

At 3 o’clock the teams linéd up in 
front of the grand stand behind 
Mathiessen’s military band. At the 
signal from Manager Jordan the band 
struck up a martial air and the march 
was begun. Reaching the flag pole, 
the boys paused long enough for the 
photégraphers to get their picture and 
paused again when the flag was half- 
way up the pole. 

When -the- flag reached its topmost 
point the cheers broke loose from the 
grand stand, bleachers and the players. 
The pennant is blue with a red border 
and white letters, inscribed, “Cham- 
pions, Southern Association, 1910.” 
Afterit was securely fastened to the 


pole the players of both teams lined up 
in one long row and marched back to 
the grand stand. This last march was an 
impressive sight and when they reach- 
ed the stands they were given an ova- 
tion. 

Both teams then marched to their 
respective benches and the signal was 
given for practice. The Lookouts 
practiced first. Both teams were given 
an ovation when they ran to their re- 
spective positions. 

Just before the game started Mayor 
Robert F. Maddox in a very pretty 
speech addressed the members of both 
teams as they stood in a semi-circle 
around the plate, wishing them God- 
speed and good luck in their season 
which was about to start. 

Mayor Maddox was assigned to the 
official and responsible duty of throw- 
ing the first ball across the pan. He 
tried one and it failed, hitting the 
ground on the outside. He signaled to 
Sid Smith and they conferred in front 
of the batter. When Mr. Maddox got 
the correct signal he fired a beautiful 
strike across the pan and the game 
was on. The mayor was loudly ap- 
plauded for his work. 

A great crowd attended the cere- 
monies and witnessed the game, which 
resulted 8 to 6 in the Champions’ fa- 
vor, a fitting close to the pennant- 
raising scenes. An account of the 
game will be found elsewhere.

He handed the ball to Mrs. Taft, who 
weighed it carefully in her hand while 
the president was doffing his bright, 
new kid gloves in preparation for his 
debut as a baseball pitcher. 

The president watched the players 
warm up, and a few minutes 
shook hands with the managers, Mc- 
Aleer and Mack. When the bell rang 
for the beginning of the game, the 
president shifted uneasily in his seat, 
the umpire gave the signal and Mr. 
Taft raised his arm. Catcher Street 
stood at the home plate ready to re- 
ceive the ball, but the president knew 
the pitcher was the man who usually 
began business operations with it, so 
he threw it straight to Pitcher Walter 
Johnson.

COLLEGE BENEFACTOR 
REACHES AGE OF 90 


Philanthropist Pearson Cele- 
brates His Birthday at 
Chicago. 


Chicago, April 14.—Dr. D. K. Pear- 
son, philanthropist and benefactor of 
forty-seven small colleges in the south 
and west, celebrated his ninetieth 
birthday today. 

On this oceasion it has been expected 
that the aged millionaire would an- 
nounce the distribution of most of the 
remainder of his fortune, and many of 
his “children,” as he styles the insti- 
tutions to which he has given aid, had 
been expecting further recognition. 
But they are to be disappointed. Dr. 
Pearson says his purse will be closed 
for a year, and gives the reasons dn 
the following announcement, which 
he addressed to “the public:” 

“IT have not accomplished on my 
birthday what I expected. Five of my 
‘colleges have faHed to come to time, 
and I will not cut them off, but have 
given them one year longer to meet 
my demands. During this year no 
other gifts will be made to a college 
or to individuals, or to any cause 
whatever. I am going to rest a year. 
No letters; no solicitations in any way, 
shape or manner will induce me to 
depart from my stand. 

“When I get all my colleges in line, 
[I shall send the little I have left to 
take care of my children. [I have for- 
ty-seven children scattered in twenty- 
four states.’’ 

Speaking of the apparent ill health 
and weakness of Andrew Carnegie, Dr. 
Pearson referred proudly to his own 
vigor. At 90 he is fond of exercise. He 
said: 

“IT exercise every morning and eve- 
ning with dumb bells. I am not very 
fond of driving or of outside sports, 
but rely mainly on dumb bells to keep 
vigorous. I am as hard as wood.” 

To those ambitious persons who de- 
sire to live to be 100 years old, Dr. 
Pearson has this advice: “Work hard 
and eat no meat.” 


MARK TWAIN'S HEART

Clemens (Mark Twain) returned to 
New York from Bermuda today. It

This afternoon Mr. Clemens, who is 
suffering from angina pectoris, was 
taken ashore in an invalid chair car- 
ried by two stewards and was aasist- 
ed into a@ carriage to take a train for 
Redding, accompanied by a physician. 
At the carriage door Mr. Clemens was 
asked how he felt. The reply was so 
feeble it could hardly be heard: 

“Pretty tough, isn’t it?”

Stocks which were strongest yesterday 
were subected to a: process of profit- 
taking at different times today to take 
advantage of the new demand attractea 
from outside sources by the demonstra- 
tion of yesterday.

Crop news was con- 
sidered encouraging and the decline In 
grain and cotton prices emphasized this 
view. A bountiful yield of natural 
products in the proportion that it can 
be foreseen at any time is of unfailing 
effect in raising expectattons of se- 
curity values. Collected views of Chi- 
cago bankers, which made their ap- 
pearance today, dwelt upon this factor 
with special force and a reliance for 
sustaining the credits entered into land 
enterprises and irrigation projects in 
the west. } 

The weekly statement of the bank 
of England pointed to a decrease in the 
demand from that source upon New 
York gold holdings.
